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The Tanganyika telegram referred to in para,6 of Mr,Harris' 
minute of 4th August has been received and registered at 
(450). I have every sympathy with these and with the Uganda 
representations in (1/4) but since Tanganyika have considerably 
changed their ground (see para.6 of the Roche Report at (14l.)) 
we are going to be hanficapped in any attempt we make to 
resist the Cabinet decisions in G27). 


I suggest we cammunicate these decisions to East Africa 
asking them, notwithstanding what they have already said, what

Polish Refugees in East Africa 
When the question of admitting these Polish refugees 

to the United Kingdom was discussed on the 25th April, 1950, 
Ministers directed that an official mission should visit East 
Africa to report on the categories of the Poles there. A 
fact-finding mission, consisting of two medical advisers from 
the Ministry of Health and an Immigration Officer from the 
Home Office flew to East Africa on the 19th May and later sub- 
mitted a detsiled medical and security report,in the light 


of which Ministers directed that:- 


(a) 1285 of the refugees should be admitted to the United 
Kingdom forthwiths 
(b>) a further 210 transit cases should be admitted ‘to the 
United Kingdom if necessary, pending resettlement elsewhere; 
(c) an attempt should be made to deport criminal and 
security cases direct from Bast africa to Poland; 
(d) the Tanganyika Government should be asked to contribute 
to the costa’ extra hospital accommodation for certain refugees 
who might be retained in Kast Africa on medical grounds, 
and that the cost of maintaining certain cases in East Africa 
should be ascertained. 
No decisions were taken regarding the bulk of the medical 
rejects or those immigration rejects whom it proved impossible 
to deport. 
Following the Ministerial directions:- 
(a) all except 81 of the 1285 acceptances have been brought 


to the United Kingdom. Those still in East Africa are tele 


retained as essential camp personnel pending the disposal 

of the other categories; 

(b) 65 transit cases have already been brought to the United 
Kingdom, and the Home Office are asking their Secretary of 
State to authorise visas for the remainder who now number 585 
(c) the East African Governments heave been furnished with 


the necessary instructions regarding the proposed deportation 


of certain criminal and security cases and also on the disposal 
of six other refugees in these categories who are not considered 
by the Home Office to menit deportation. 

In Ugands there are three deportation cases plus two 
dependants. The Uganda Government do not consider that 
their deportation is justified and it is stated that I.R.O. 
would regard it as a contravention of the I.R.O. Convention 
to which H.M.G. have subscribed. 

Of the 14 persons and 16 dependants recommended by the 
Home Office for deportation from Tanganyika, all have refused 
to complete the necessary forms for Polish passports, and in 
one case at least the Tanganyika Government does not consider 
deportation to be justified. The remaining cases are being 
considered by the Tanganyika Legal Advisers, but there may 
be difficulties, e.g. the offences for which they are to be 
deported may have been committed outside Tanganyika. 

In these circumstances, the Uganda Government is not 


prepared to meke Deportation Orders without a specifie assur- 


ance that HeM.G is prepared, if necessary, publicly to 


justify the action taken sand also to receive the deportees 
into the United Kingdom en route for Poland. The Tanganyika 
Government asks for definite confirmation that the Polish 


Government will accept uncompleted application forms in respect 


of those Poles who have refused to sign or to supply the 
information required, e.g. regarding their parents in Poland. 
Both East African Governments also ask what arrangements 
should be made for the disposal of the other 20 criminal 
and security cases still in East Africa who are not considered 
by the Home Office to merit deportation, but for whom no 
resettlement can be found. There is also the question of 
what is to be done with deportation cases who cannot be deported: 
one Such case has already arisen; 
(a) the Tanganyika Government has agreed to find accommodation 
for about 24 T.B. cases and dependants from Tanganyika and 
Uganda. The net cost to H.M.G. of maintaining these cases 
fand 


and their dependants in Tanganyika is roughly estimated to 
be as follows:-

If, by the time the refugees leave, there has arisen a 
demand for accommodation for local residents, the Tanganyia 
Government would be prepared to take over the accommodation 
at its depreciated value. 

The Uganda Government has agreed to accommodate nine 
bed-ridden cases and their dependants, at a total estimated 
cost to H.M.G. of about £5000 per annum. 

There are also 153 mental cases who could be accommodated 
in Tanganyika at an estimated cost to H.M.G. of:- 

Capital..... £1200 (cost of extra ward) 

Recurrent. .sescsessceeceee S1186 per annum (maintenance at 

5/- per head) 

In addition there are 51 other medical cases for whom 
no proper accommodation or facilities will be available now 
that the Polish refugee communities are being broken up. 
Both Governments consider that the only satisfactory course 
is to remove them to the United Kingdom. To keep a special 
camp for the 30 who are in Tanganyika would cost £10 per 
head per month; with the 21 Uganda cases, this would mean 
a total annual expenditure of £6120. Koja camp will be 


required for other purposes from January, 1951.

2. Dr. Korabiewiez was rejected for resettlement in 
Australia at the end of 1949 on medical grounds and, in spite 
of determined efforts on his part, he has failed to secure 
permission to reside permanently in Tanganyika (his applications 
were rejected on security grounds). 


5. He has now obtained a visa to enter India for six 
months, He states that he has letters of introduction to 
important personages in India and he expects that, as a result 
of these contacts, he will be able to obtain permission to 
reside there permanently. 


4, In order to enable him to obtain the visa to visit 
India this Government has stated that it is prepared to allow 
him to re-enter this Territory wath he Phat y of a war-refugee 
at any date prior to 30th June 1951,/0 assumption that 
he will still be numbered, at least up to that date, among 
the refugees whom His Majesty's Government have agreed will 
be removed from the territory not later than one year from 
22nd August 1950 (vide your savingram No.803 of 22nd August 
1950), if they are not re-settled elsewhere in the meantime, 


5. International Refugee Organisation have refused to 
pay the cost of Korabiewiez's fare to Delhi mless he is 
accepted as a permanent resident by the Indian Government before 
he leaves Hast Africa and he is stated to have no funds to pay 
his om fare. In the circumstances would His Majesty's 
Government be prepared to meet the cost of a 2nd class passage 
to Bombay and rail fare to Delhi? The whole business is 
admittedly something of a gamble but as it may well prove 
exceedingly difficult to get rid of Korabiewiez in any other 
way and as the cost will be comparatively small, I would 
recommend that this chance of ensuring his permanent departure 
from British territories be seized. An early reply would be 
appreciated to enable passage arrangements to be completed,

In my opinion, the tumor is probably malignant, In

Reference is made to perepecda conversation of yesterday's 
date regarding Mrs, Katarzyna Krawiec, a Polish refugeeg, who 
I understand is seriously ill and is under treatment by you. 


Mrs. Krawiec recently arrived from eee with her 
husband, Michal, in transit for the U.K, and the Kenya 
Tnnigration authorities permitted the family to enter Kenya 
merely in transit status. ‘Their continued stay in Kenya is 
further complicated by the fact that English Point Camp is 
closing at the end of the current month and the Kenya 
authorities have issued instructions that any Polish Refugees 
presently in Kenya who have not embarked for resettlement to 
Some other country by theend of the month must be returned to 
their parent camp in either Tanganyika or Uganda, 


I understand from our conversation that Mrs. Krawiec will 
not be in a condition to travel by the 26th of this month, the 
date on which she was scheduled to sail for the U.K., and also 
that she will reQuire further medical treatment. I should 
therefore appreciate your comments on the following questions 
so that ee may be completed before the end of the 
month either for permission for her continued stay in the 
Colony, wrth or without her husband, or for their return to 
Arusha, Tanganyika. 


1. Is it likely that Mrs, Krawiec will have recovered 
ee ee RY to be able to return to Arusha before 
the end of the month? 


2. If not, can you at this time anticipate approximately 
when she may be able to do so? 


5. As soon as she is in @ condition to travel, would 
it be feasible to return ner to Arusha for continued 
medical treatment by Dr. Graham there, or is her 
condition such that you recommend she be kept in 
Mombasé under pone care, since you are fully 
acquainted with her condition? 


If you recommend that she be kept in Mombasa, do you 
consider her condition Bee serious to 
warrant keeping her husband here after the 26th of 
the month so that he may be in close touch with her? 


I might add that, if pees it would be desirable for 


irs. Krawiec to be returned to Arusha, since the husband can be 
BceoMiod:ted in the refugee camp tneré whereas there will be ° 
no accommodation for him in English Point Camp after the 26th 


of the month.

( vide the Governor's telegram No. 659 confidential of 17th 
November). The seven persons named in the latter telegram 
are leaving for United States of America via Italy on 2th 
December. Information has also been received in the last 
few days that the Hetman family (Nos. 9 - 11 on the list) 
have been accepted for Canada provided the result of their 
medical examination is satisfactory. 


I have exblained in my saving telegram AI/4®6/115 
of the 4th September the reasons why it appears highly 
desirable for the balance of these transit cases to be 
moved to the United Kingdom without further delay and I 

would again urge that action on these lines be taken 
forthwith. 


With regard to the 1.E., bedridden and mental cases, 4 
nominal roll of the T.B. cases is attached as Appendix FB. 
An attempt has been e to ascertain the likely cost of 
extending the T.B. hospital at Kibongoto to accommodate 
those cases from Tangenyika and Uganda who must remain in 
bed. The best estimate of the cost of the buildings 
required which can be obtained is £%,400 i;e. 6 cottages 
e@ach accommodating 2 persons at £900 per cottage,

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Maintenance costs are more difficult to estimate but it is 
considered that they would not exceed 10/- per head per day. 
As to the possibility of the Tanganyika Government 
contributing to the capital cost of the buildings, or 
alternatively, repaying to H.if. Government some portion of 
the cost in due course, as explained in previous communica+t— 
ions, it is extremely difficult to estimate the likely 
number of T.B. cases among Tanganyika European residents in 
the next 10 years. Up till now there have been virtually 
no facilities in Tanganyika for treating European T.E. cases 
and patients have normally had to be sent either to South 
Africa or to Europe for the neéessary treatment. Experience 
at Tengeru Camp, where a special 1.B. Sanatorium was 
established during the war, seems to indicate that it would 
be possible to treat European cases successfully in Tangany- 
ila if the necessary fadlities were available. All that can 
be said at the moment is that, if by the time the Polish 
refugees leave the accommodation specially provided at 
Kibongoto there has arisen a demand for similar accommodation 
for local residents, this Government would doubtless be 
prepared to take over the accommodation at its depreciated 
value. 


As to the mental cases (list attached as Appendix 0) 
these present a rather less difficult problem. The four 
Tanganyika cases are already accommodated in the Mental 
Hospital at Dodoma so that all that would be required would 
be accommodation for the 9 cases now in Uganda. I+ is 
estimated that the cost of providing an additional ward for 
these casé¢s would be in the neighbournood of £1,200 and it 
is probable that the Tanganyika Government would need this 
extra accommodation in any ce: within a comparatively few 
years. It would be prepared, therefore, to take over the 
accommodation when it becomes vacant at its depreciated value. 
The cost of maintenance in Dodoma is approximately 5/- per 
head per day.

Gracian, Sztyber Stanislaw and Wdzienkowski Jozef, who have 
not yet been interviewed) state tm hey will never return 
to Poldfand unless they are taken there by force. Two of the 
women concerned have gone the length of saying that they 
would kill their children rather than see them taken to PolZand, 


5. It is difficult to know how far the persons concerned 
would be prepared to carry this opposition; but it would 
appear, from experience here and elsewhere, that at least a 
percentage of Poles would prefer suicide to forced repatriation, 


4, Before further action is taken in this matter I should 
be glad to know definitely whether the Polish authorities will be 
prepared to receive applications for deportation supported by 
"Registration and Passport Application Forms" which are not 
properly completed. It is stated in paragraph 4(v) of your 
savingram under reply that "it is understood that if any of the 
Poles are unwilling to complete the form themselves there is no 
objection to someone else doing so on their behalf", But it is 
not clear how such a person can sign the solemn declaration at 
the foot of the form to the effect that all the statements made in 
the form are true, Another difficulty is that the particulars 
which are known to the refugee authorities here are those relating 
to the sojourn of the refugees in Hast Africa and the Rhodesias: 
the very important information regarding their lives, and those 
of their parents, in Poland is almost completely lacking, so that 
it is not possible, for example, to complete the answers to 
questions 5, 6, 7, 10, 14, 20 and 21 on the form without the 
assistance of the refugees which is not forthcoming. 


5. There is no means of compelling the refugees to 
supply the information or to sign the forms: and if the 
completion of the forms in full is a condition precedent to 
the Polish Government's consideration of the applications for 
deportation it would appear that the fact might as well be 
accepted now that the deportation of the individuals in 
question is not possible. 


6. If this is indeed the case, I would again urge that 
for the reasons given at length in my confidential savingram 
No. 598 of the 28th October, these persons should be removed 
from Tanganyika forthwith, The half-completed and 


unsigned forms are held here pending your reply to this telegram. 


Te I should also be grateful for a reply to that part of 
my savingram No,698 of the 28th October which related to those 
persons who, it is agreed, cannot be deported to Poland. It 
is noted with reference to paragraph 6 of that savingram and 
to paragraph 6 of your savingram No.1062 of the 40th October 
that, after the lapse of many months, the Polish authorities 
have refused to agree to accept Gienko and Majka as Polish 
citizens and that efforts are being made to establish Gienko's 
Russian citizenship with a view to his deportation to Russia. 

I should be glad to know what action will be taken with regard 
to Majka and also "Masiuk Bernard" (correct name, Afanaser 
Boris), No.5 in the list of Category A rejects in your savingram 
No.920 of the 22nd September, who is undoubtedly a Russian.

Refugees and Stateless Persons 


9. During the fifteen months period between 1 July 


34950 and 1 October 1951 the Organisation will concentrate 


its efforts on the following main programme: 


(a) Resettlement of some 215,000 refugees; 

(b) Permanent arrangements for the long-term care 
of refugees classified as Institutional Hard Core cases for 
reasons of health, age or any other reason and for whom it 
has not yet been possible to make such arrangements. As 
the General Council is aware, a special allocation of 
$22,000,000 has been made by the General Council for grants 
to be made to governments and voluntary societies willing 
tovassume responsability for institutional care of such cases. 

The general Council is glad to revort that, in response 
to the appeals made and thanks to the generous attitude 
of governments and the unfailing support of voluntary 
societies, the problem of the Institutional Hard Core 
has been substantially reduced. Many countries have 
accepted aged, blind, and sick persons, and voluntary 
societies have offered places in special institutions of 
their own.; There remain, however, some 8,800 refugees 
(including dependents) who require institw&tional care and 
for whom no solution has been found. 


Should the targets under (a) and (b) be reached, 
the International Refugee Organisation will have 
discharged its responsibilities in the field of 
resettlement as set forth in the Constitution.

1 and 4, Gisnko and Majka, have been specially mentioned 
in paragraph 6. of the remaining 11, 8 are from Northern 
Rhodesia, £ from Southern Rhodesia and 1 from Uganda. It 
is not clear from the records here how the last-named came to 
be transferred to Tanganyika at such a late date; but in the 
case of those from Northern and Southern Rhodesia they were 
sent here with the balance of the refugees from these territories, 
following an earnest request from International Refugee 
Organisation that this territory should accept this remainder

As you will see from the attached 
statement, 4 of the 8 refugees "ex" Northern Rhodesia have 
already committed serious offences here. I think you will 
agree that it is very unfair that this territory, which has 
less facilities for dealing with European criminals than 
either Northern or Southern Rhodesia should have to carry 
this burden and I earnestly request that these persons with 
criminal records, who have no hope of being resettled here, 
should be removed forthwith, A Buropean with criminal 
tendencies is a much greater menace in 4 predominantly 
native territory than in a Buropean country. 


9. I should also be grateful for an early indication 
of what is to happen to the persons listed in the attached 
statement other than those rejected on criminal grounds. et) 
refer particularly to Nos. 19, (22, 23 and 24 on the list. 
These persons have been rejected as immigrants into the 
ynited Kingdom but I think you will agree that it is most 
unlikely that any other country will accept then. It is 
noted that you consider Gasowski, No. 19, might be deported 
but, apart from drunkenness, nothing else is known against 
the man and deportation to Poland, with its attendant risks, 
might be a very severe penalty in this case, even if it is 
found to be legally possible.

1. Captain Ryder asked the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs how many 
aged and disabled refugees will remain 
unprovided for when the International 
Refugee Organisation closes down ; and 
if he will urge that the total disbandment 
of the International Refugee Organisation 
be postponed until these persons are 
provided for. 


The Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs (Mr. Ernest Bevin): It is not pos- 
sible to make a close estimate of the 
actual numbers involved. They will, 
however, be so small that it would be un- 
economical and unwise to maintain 
international machinery indefinitely in the 
hope of eventual resettlement, 


Captain Ryder : Can we have an assur- 
ance that these people will not be left 
entirely to their fate, but will be turned 
over to a responsible authority which will 
look after them? 


Lady Tweedsmuir : Does the right hon. 
Gentleman realise that a great number 
of these people do not at present qualify 
for refugee status? Is anything being 
done to try to come to a decision as to 
the legal status of a refugee? 


Mr. Bevin: I think the numbers are 
comparatively small. I will take the 
matter up with the new High Commis- 
sioner. 

Sir Peter Macdonald: The Inter-| 
national Refugee Organisation has been 
maintained by dollar currency, Who is' 
to be responsible for the maintenance of 
these people in the future?

It is a separate question. 


13. Captain Duncan asked the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs the approxi- 
mate number of refugees from Com- 
munist-governed countries in Western 
Europe ; what action is being taken to 
find work for them; and whether the 
International Refugee Organisation will be 
maintained until they have all been 
suitably settled. 


Mr. Bevin: Approximately 238,000. 
All are eligible for resettlement by the 
International Refugee Organisation and 
resettlement schemes are being carried 
out, mainly in the United States and 
Australia. The LR.O, are, I understand, 
confident that they can repatriate or re- 
settle 200,000 of these. It is proposed 
that the resettlement activities of the 
1.R.O. should continue after 31st March, 
1951, when the Organisation is due to be 
wound up. 


Earl Winterton ; Is it not somewhat of 
an anomaly that the winding-up of this 
organisation should even be contemplated 
when the original Inter-Governmental 
Committee for Refugees, which was 
formed largely on the initiative of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, had to deal with a prob- 
lem of infinitely less magnitude than the 
refugee problem of today? Will the right 
hon. Gentleman give serious consideration 
to whether there should not be a continu- 
ing body responsible for all refugees? 


Mr. Bevin: I do think that the people 
who are being left about the world are 
not being dealt with quite adequately by 
an organisation designed for a limited 
area. The problem is spread rather widely, 
and I will look into it. 


Captain Duncan : What form will the 
organisation take which will carry on the 
resettlement after LR.O. is wound up? 


Mr, Bevin: 1 understand that the 
Governments will have to accept respon- 
sibility for the people who are on their 
territories when I.R.O. is wound up. As 
I say, I will look into it again.

Application from a refugee named W.C. Flach. 


2. The applicant was first licensed as a 
Medical Practitioner in Tanganyika in 1945 for work in 
Polish Refugee Camps only. In June, 1947, he made 
application through the Director of Refugees for 
registration as a dentist, submitting, in support, 
copies of :- 


(a) A certificate to the effect that 
he graduated in "general medical science" in 
the University of Lwow in the year 1927, and 


(b) A certificate dated the 29th 
October, 1955, showing that he would be 
entitled to practise as a "Medical Doctor and 
Practitioner in the Polish State" after 
enlistment as a member of the appropriate 
Provincial Doctors' Association. This applica- 
tion was considered by the Medical and Dental 
Registration Board in Tanganyika who decided 
unanimously that there was no evidence to 
support the applicant's claim to possess 
qualifications as a dentist. Dr. Flach was 
accordingly informed, on the 9th July, 1947, 
that the diplomas submitted had not complied 
with the provisions of Section 6(c) of the 
Medical Practitioners and Dentists' Ordinance 
Cap.92 of the Laws, and that registration as 
a Dental practitioner could not therefore be 
approved. 


5. In December, 1947, a further application 
was submitted by him, again supported by the same 
certificates, but enclosing also a completed, but not 
certified, schedule of studies undertaken in the form 
prescribed by the Medical Registration Board for 
applicants for registration as a Medical Practitioner. 
On this schedule Dr. Flach stated that he had studied 
dentistry and dental surgery for a period of 2 
semesters (the equivalent of one academic year) and 
that he had practised at the Dental Clinic a Lwow for 
2 years, During this latter period he was simlta- 
neously working in the medical, surgical, gynaecolo- 
gical and obstetric wards of the General Hospital at 
Lwowe This application was likewise considered by the 


Tanganyika Registration Board who confirmed that 
registration as a dentist could not be approved, 
neither could Dr. Flach be registered as a Medical 
Practitioner. It was agreed, however, that he might 
be licensed for work as a Medical Practitioner outside 
the Polish Camp on certain conditions. 


4, In October, 1949, a letter was received from 
Dr. Flach stating that authority for permanent 
residence in Tanganyika had been granted to him, and 
asking for reconsideration of the decision of the 
Board, In reply he was informed that in the absence 
of dental qualifications the Board was unable to alter 
its decision. It was moreover pointed out to the 
Director of Refugees that the position in this repect 
had been made clear to the Immigration Authority in 
July, 1949, Dr. Flach subsequently provided evidence 
of employment in a Casualty Clearing Station during 
the war, and a certificate of demobilisation from the 
Polish Army. This evidence revealed nothing to induce 
the Board to alter its decision and Dr. Flach was so 
informed. 


5. On receipt of this final decision it appears 
that Dr. Flach wrote to the Dental Board of the United 
Kingdom setting out his case. His application was, 
in accordance with normal procedure, transferred to 
the General Council of Medical Education and Registra- 
tion of the United Kingdom. The Council was good 
enough to send a copy of the reply which was transmitted 
to Dr. Flach, to the Director of Medical Services, and 
its contents confirm the opinion of the Tanganyika 
Medical Registration Board. 


6. In April, 1950, Dr. Flach addressed a petition 
to the Governor. His Excellency was advised that an 
appeal lay to the Governor in Council against the 
Medical Board's decision in this case under Section 6(c) 
of Cap.92, Accordingly the matter was considered by 
Executive Council in August, 1950. Upon the Council's 
advice, the Governor directed that the ruling of the. 
Tanganyika Medical Board should be upheld,

I agree with the resume of the present position 
contained in paragraph 2 of the Savingram under reference, 
and I attach hereto at 'A' a nominal roll of all refugees 
still on the books of Koja camp, against each of whom I 
have indicated the category into which I understand hin 
or her to fall. The totals in each category are as

3. There are no Polish refugees in Uganda who fall 
within category (2) (Balance of accepted. transit cases). 


, With reference to the refugees in category (3) 

‘of whom there are 18 (if Maria and Weronika Rewienko are 
to be considered as immigration rather than transit cases). 
A list of those 18 people, with their resettlement prospects 
is attached hereto at 'B'. It will be observed from this 
list that with the exception of Janina Jurcewiez, who has 
been rejected for reasons of which I am entirely unaware, 
all have applied for entry into the United States and await 
their turn on the Polish quota. Although I have no objection 
in prinéiple to their remaining here wmtil their quota 
number comes up, there is the problem of their accommodation 
and I am opposed to such a course for the reasons which I 
endeavoured to make plain in paragraph 2 of my telegram 
No. 374% to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 
Briefly those reasons aret= 


(i) Shipping between East Africa and the States is 
very limited. Even if they are granted visas these 
refugees may expect to undergo protracted delays before 
passages ean be secured for them. 


(ii) If for any reason their visas are not granted 
(esg. if they are medically unfit) the refugees would still 
have to be sent to the United Kingdom, 


(iii) United States Consular Services are much more 
readily available in the United Kingdom than heres 


(iv) There is no particular likelihood that any of 
them will be resettled in the U.S.A. before the end of 
March 1951, In that case the liability for the cost of

(v) The cost of maintaining a camp for the use of 
these transit cases would be out of all proportion to the 
numbers of refugees who would live in it. Accommodation is 
presumably already available in the United Kingdom, As the 
Uganda Government would not be willing to reserve Koja camp 
solely for this class of refugee, I am unable to estimate the 
cost of the new camp which His Majesty's Government would 
pre) to build for their accommodation elsewhere in East

(vi) The refugees in question are themselves anxious to 
be sent to the United Kingdom. ‘There is no weight whatsoever 
in the argument that it is to thelr own interests to remain 
in Hast Africa,

es With regard to the refugees in Category (+) 
(1.B., Bed@ridden and medical cases), I am advised that the ~ 
cost of the permanent accommodation of 9 bedridden cases 
(other than T.B. cases) in the Polish ward of the European 
Hospital, Kampala, is sppedrinstely, £3,340 per annum. A 
detailed statement of that estimate is attached at 'c’. 

It was understood that the 4 Polish nurses empleyed at the 
ward have expressed willingness to continue to serve at 
improved rates of pay which have been related to those of 
ungualifies “enrolled assistant nurses" in the United. Kingdon, 
provided that after a normal tour of service they should be 
grented the option of taking leave to the United Kingdon, 

or of being sent there permanently. They all have close 
relatives or friends in the United Kingdom. One of the 
nurses, Genowefa Koulka, has recently eloped with an Italian 
artisan named Salvatore. Lg are being sought at present. 
In. view of the fact that she is enceinte by him it will in 
any case be necessary to recruit one additional Polish nurse 
to take her place. 


In addition to the £3,340 mentioned above, 
funds will be necessary to find board and lodging for the 
dependents of the bedridden cases themselves. A total of 
about £5,000 per annum should therefore be set aside if it 
is decided to keep bedridden cases in Uganda. No solution 
has yet been found for the accommodation of the dependents 
and this may entail further expense. It is not possible to offer 
. @ close estimate of the cost of housing and maintenance of 
these rejects dependents until their numbers are know. 
the total figure of £5,000 per annum is therefore only 
approximate. 


It appears uncertain which specific cases are 
the bedridden cases referred to throught the’ correspondence: 
all exeept three of those in Uganda are also T.B. cases. It 
is understood tat there are nine bedridden cases, other than 
T.be,y in East Africa and that the balance will come here from 
Tanganyika while all T.Us. (bedridden and other) will be sent 
there; and that the mental and blind cases will also be 2 
removed from Uganda to other centres. 


6. With regard to the other medical rejects 
(vefugees in category (5) ), while appreciating the special 
difficulties which confront His Majesty's Government in 
bringing these unfortunates within the framework of the 
National Health Scheme, the problem of their care nyw the 
Polish community has been broken up must be even morc acute 
here owing to our very limited resources, the Ugandg Gsvernuent 
is firmly of the opinion that the only satisfactory course 

is to remove them to the United Kingdom. They eanot an

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any event be permitted to remain indefinitely in Uganda. 


Only 3 deportation cases (refugees in Category 

(8) are listed in Uganda together with two dependants. Their 
names are Martyniak, Prokopow and Stachlinski (or Stocklinsky). 
Martyniek is a drunkard and has a bad record in the Polish 
Refugee Settlements for agressiveness, minor assaults, 
threats and the likes Prokopow has a number of eonvietions 
for drunken assaults but has been a teetotaller for the 
last 9 months owing to his fear of deportation; 
artes seat who has two dépendants, served a sentence of 

§ years' imprisonment for embezzlement (or possibly 
for assault) in the United States, from which he was 
deported in 1939, and he has served 6 months' hard labour 
in Uganda. There is no doubt that all will Chae strongly 
to return to Poland. 


In the face of the inevitable objections by the 
I.R.O., it would be extremely difficult to justify the 
deportation against their will of any of these petty 
criminals with the possible exception of Stachlinski. If 
His Majesty's Government is determined to proceed to this 
action, and is prepared to justify it if need be in 
Parliament, the Government of Uganda will do everyth

possible to effect the orders of deportation without incident.

-Thank you for your letter of the 9th October about 
the three immigration cases. We have sent off the 
telegram to East Africa. 


In reply to your second paragraph, in which you hold 
out no hope of a change in your Secretary of State's 
decision not to admit these persons into the United 
Kingdom, we think it as well to record at this stage 
that we cannot accept the implications of what you say 
if it means that responsibility for removing the 
individuals concerned would ultimately rest on the 
Colonial Governments involvede The fact that our two 
Departments do not see eye to eye on this matter need 
not, however, hold up action on the non-controversial 
cases and we do not propose to press the matter to a 
decision at this stage. 


As regards the balance of the transit cases, however, 
the Governments of Uganda and Tanganyika have now both 
replied in definite terms to the request in our 
savingram of the 22nd August that these persons should, 
if possible, be allowed to remain in Sast Africa for 
not longer than one year.

The Governor considers, however, that all the transit 
cases should be moved to the United Ki OM. Direct 
shipping facilities from East Africa to North America 
are very limited, and travellers often wait many months 
for passages even when a visa has been authorised. 

The balance of the transit. cases are for Argentine and 
France, and the same considerations apply. 


The Government of Uganda, whose transit cases were 
discussed with Mrs. Hughes together with those at 
Tengeru when the last 65 visas were authorised, state 
thet only 10 persons have United States visas due to 
mature within 1 year. The Governor considers that 
all transit cases should be transferred to the United 
Kingdom. Apart from the difficulty of booking 
passages from East Africa, he considers that it would 
be in the interest of the refugees themselves to move 
to the United Kingdom, where arrangements for their

Reference Secretary of State's confidential savingram 
No.411 of 22nd August. Polish Refugees. Comments of this Gov-— 
ernment on the various categories mentioned are as follows:- 


(1) Transit cases. As at 14th August there were 94 cases 
of this type at Tengeru. In almost all cases the country of 
final resettlement is United States or Canada. In circumstances 
consider immediate movement of these persons to United Kingdom 
very desirable from point of view of all concerned, including 
refugees, since direct shipping facilities from East Africa to 
North America very limited and expensive and travellers often 
wait many months for passages. If cases in question go via 
United Kingdom and leave immediately, assume I R.O. will provide 
free passages to United Kingdom, thereby reducing ultimate cost 
very considerably. Balance of cases, with one or two exceptions, 
are for Argentine and France and same considerations apply. 


(2) Medical Cases. This Government will, if necessary, 
accept the 12 active and 6 suspected tubercular cases and retain 
their dependants here, if latter are unwilling to be separated, 
on condition that, if on recovery cases cannot be fitted 
permanently into local economy, visas to United Kingdom will be 
issued. Estimate of costs is now being prepared and will be for- 
warded earliest. Possibility of Tanganyika contribution to this 
cost is being investigated but in ordinary course of events 
there is unlikely to be any considerable demand for sanatorium 
facilities for European 1.B. cases for some years. 


(3) Criminal and Security Rejections. The action to be 
taken by H.M.G. in regard to these cases is noted and it is 
hoped that everything possible will be done to expedite their 
departure from East Africa. It mst be pointed out, however, | 
that direct deportation from East Africa to Poland in the absence 
of any direct shipping facilities is a virtual impossibility. 
I.R.0O. have routed refugees returning to Poland through Italy, 
Austria and Czecho-Slovakia but deportees could not follow that 
route.

Dear Doctor, 
As you adivsed me to keep in touch with you and inform you about my endeavours 
to get some kind of medical employment in Tanganyika, I am now sending you a short 


report about my achievements in this matter. Following your kind advicejI went to 


Dar-es-Salaam on Jun 19th, especially as I have got declaration from the 

Camp Commandant to stop my work in the Camp on Slst of July. I intended to pay a visit 
to the Director of the Wedical Services there, but it appeared that the old Director 

is retiring on or about the lst of July, and the new Director did not arrive yet. 

So I paid a visit to the Director of Refugees, Mr.Pennington and to the Hon.Commissioner 
of Labour. Mr. Pennington supplied me with 4 addresses of mines, where "there should 

be a vacancy for a Doctor". I sent 4 letters and go{/during a fortnight 4 negative 
replies. The Hon. Commissioner of Labour made very veiled promises, that he will 

look for vacancies, but at present no vacancy......So coming back from Dar-es-Salaam 

I wamsined exactly in the same situation, as before . The Medical 4uthorities fefuse 
to register me as a General Practitioner or Dentist in the Tanganyika Territory, thus 
rendering impossible for me to earn my and my family's maintenance from a Medical 

free practice, and no employment for a Medical Doctor appears to be at hand at present 
or in the nearest future in T.T. Thus I have got two ways ouf% either to go back to y 
Poland, what however would be equal to some kind of suicide, or to take employment 

in a garage as a mechanic, which employment for my 53 years of age and over 30 years 

of medical training would not be, as I think the most proper solution in a 

democratic country. Granting permanent residence for me and my family the 
Tanganyika-Authorities were well informed, that I am a Medical Doctor and that my livings 
possibilities lay in the Medical practice. As you are well informed, all my colleagues 
in England, who were serving in the Polish Army under British Command, like myself, have 
been granted permanent registration in England long ago. Why the English Authorities 

in Tanganyika refuse permanently to grant full registration to me as a General 


Prantitioner ? Could you not help me, Doctor, in this or other way, sending an advice 


_or akind of explanation from the Ministry of Health to the Medical Authorities in 


Tanganyika, that all Polish Doctors, who served in the Polish Army under British 


Command, are entitled or permitted to get permanent registration? I think this kind 


of advice or explanation could be deciding in my case, and based on true facts only 


I would be very grateful to you, doctor, if you werewilling to help me this 
or any other way to get some living possitilities.

We have completed the action which it was agreed at our meeting 
on 7th September the Home Office should take in respect of the

We are not prepared to sustain an immigration objection on 
security grounds in the case of Assen-Hejmer or against Kotowicz 
or Korabiewicz but we do not consider that any of them should 
come to the United Kingdom. Assen-Hejmer has a good chance of 
resettlement in Casablanca and Kotowicz has been accepted by 
Tanganyika for local resettlement. Korabiewicz does not appear 
to be a genuine political refugee as his relations with the 
Warsaw Government seem cordial and we see no reason why he 
should not return to Poland voluntarily. Dziegelewski is the 
subject of further enquiries in the United Kingdom, but for 
the moment we must sustain our immigration refusal in his case. 


(B) Criminals: 


We consider that all seventeen criminals merit deportation 
to their country of origin and we are not prepared to withdraw 
the immigration refusal in any of these cases, 


(C) Undesirables: 


We sustain our objection to the admission of Zofia Demian 
but it seems to us that she has a very good chance of local 
resettlement in Tanganyika, Polanski, Kropeliecka and Zawadzki 
we regard as border line cases and are submitting them to the 
Secretary of State for his decision as to whether they would 
merit deportation by United Kingdom standards. We withdraw

Africa, namely the Zast African Refugee Commission, which will 
be able to arrange the passages of these Poles to the United 
Kinedom or to any other country of resettlement, The Colonisl 
Office wish to be assured, however, that the Colonial Governnents 
will not be asked to pay the cost of these passages and we here 
would like some undertaking in writing from the I,R.0, that 
they will pay the cost of transport of persons brought to the 
United Kinedos after their official movement cones to an end, anol 
I believe that with the sailing of two Italian boats at theusn® 
of September on which some 180 passages have been booked, the 
I.R.0, will cease to organise the transport of Poles in East 
Africa.

DZIEGIELEWSKI has been rejected for emigration to 
Australia because of a confidential security reason about which 
we have no information.

with left-wing India press correspondents on behalf of the Polish Provi- 
sional Covernment, which had then set itself up in Warsaw. BURAS has 
been kept under observation during his stay here but has“not couse to | 
the adverse notice of the police.

In my telegram No.374 I submitted my 
preliminary comments on your saving telegram but 
certain points require further explanation. Firstly 
I hope that you will be able to let me have a nominal 
roll of those Polish refugees in Uganda who have not 
yet been accepted for entry into the United Kingdom 
divided into the three categories Medical, Immigration 
and Transit, and showing which are the substantive 
cases and which merely dependants. By deduction, and 
comparison with the draft lists left here by the Roche 
Mission it is possible to arrive at a pretty close 
estimate of the composition of those categories, but 
in order to deal with individual cases more accurate 
information is essential. 


ee By deduction I have arrived at a total of 59 
so-called Transit cases in Uganda, a list of whom is 
attached. It will be observed that of those who have 
not already left Uganda all except two are destined for 
the U.S.A. or for Canada, and only 10 out of the Wy still 
left here have any positive chances of resettlement 
before the end of 1951. The Canadian immigration 
authorities now demand a very careful medical examination 
prior to the issue of a visa, and in any case of doubt 
the matter has to be referred back to them. The I.R.0.. 
has been requested by the Canadian Authorities to 

present certain potential immigrants to a Canadian 
Consulate. In so far as the U.K. is almost on the 

direct route from here to Cajada and the U.S.A., and 
Canadian and American consular authorities are readily 
accessible there, it is suggested that it would be to 

the interests of the refugees themselves that they 

should move to the United Kingdom where arrangements 

for their resettlement can be much more promptly made 
than here.

4, Your telegram saving under reference does not 
contain any reference to specific arrangements for the 
transfer of medical rejects (except T.B.cases) to the 
U.K. I should be glad to learn what arrangements are 
contemplated. Uganda would, if necessary, be prepared 
to accept permanently the 9 shronic sick bedridden cases 
(other than tubercular) for treatment in Kampala on the 
understanding that their dependants, most of whom would 
wish to remain with the patient, would be accepted into 
the U.K. on the cure or death of the patient, that H.M.G. 
would meet the full cost of their treatment and 
maintenance; and that sufficient Polish nursing staff 
can be retained for as long as the ward remains open.

Qe I should be grateful for your directions 
on the following individual cases: 


(a) Wiera Rewienko and her daughter Janina. 
Immigration rejects. This woman married a 
Séychellois in Uganda named Gardette. She thereby 
became entitled to a British subject passport. She 
has subsequently had cause to believe that Gardette's 
former wife is still alive and she has instituted 
proceedings for a decree of nullity, which are being 
defended. These proceedings have been so protracted 
that a visa issued in her maiden name for entry into 
Canada which I1.R.0. procured for her has lapsed, and 
there is no prospect of its being renewed. It is 
certain that whatever the outcome of her suit, she 
will not return to her husband. 


As she is at present a British subject by 
marriage I propose, if you agree, to arrange for 
her movement to the U.K. as a distressed British 
Subject, along with her daughter (by her first 
husband Rewienko); they would of course travel under 
I.R.O. arrangements together with the remainder of 
the refugees. However, as it is possible that her 
suit may be decided this month and as her nationality 
will, if her marriage is annulled, revert to Polish, 
I should be grateful if authority might be given at 
this juncture for her entry into the U.K. as a 
Polish Refugee. 


(b) Zofia Bakowgka was placed on the list 
of immigration rejects on the grounds that she was 
the unmarried wife of Stanislaw Slachlinski, a 
eriminal reject.

In these circumstances, whatever decision is taken 
on Stachlinski's future, I trust that Bakowska will be 
admitted to the United Kingdom.

At one time she intended to return to Poland as soon 
as her employment with the refugees administration was 
ended; her husband is living in Breslaw.

Understand International Refugee Organisation have 
booked passages for 180 on "GERUSALEMME” and "VALFIGRETTA" 
leaving East Africa 24th September. You have no doubt considered 
whether essential camp personnel could not be found from among 
transit" cases thereby releasing refugees for whom U.K. visas 
have been authorised. 


2. Following further information may be of assistance to 
Governments in considering their reply to my savingram of 
22nd August. 


(a) Transit cases. 


Nominal rolls and details of transit cases in Koja and 
Tengeru follow by airmail and may assist Governments in deciding 
which of them may be retained in East Africa temporarily. This 
information may clear up 354 cases which Uganda considers should 
be moved to U.K. If not should be grateful for names and 
reasons. 


I understand International Refugee Organisation is 
arranging for about 20 transit cases to be sent to Ltaly. 


(bd) Immigration rejects. 


Nominal rolls for Koja and Tengeru also follow by 
airmail with reasons for rejection in each case.

Apparently Nairobi now states that not 
only does the Uganda Government refuse to release 80 U.K. visaed camp 
staff for movement pending settlement of the future residual group, 
but the Tanganyika Government has followed suit with regard to 25 
camp staff who were visaed for the United Kingdom, 


I am instructed to inform you that I.8.0. is arranging 
shipping or air passages for 250 at the earliest possible date and 
that if these passages ere not filled 1.R.0. will consider their 
obligations completed and those left for subsequent movement will be 
a matter for His Majesty's Government. 


It may not be appreciated that notice of termination has 
had to be given to the I.R.0. staff and that these are already taking 
up employment elsewhere. 


I am to ask, therefore, whether a firm undertaking may be 
given as to the numbers which will be available for movement and the 
date when these numbers will be fixed. I am to say that if firm 
figures can be given now it might be possible for a small movement 
staff to be left after the official closure of the 1.R.0, Office on 
the 50th September.

In the absence of Mr. Howard, in Geneva, and Mr, Jones, 
on leave, I am responsible for dealing with questions arising 
from the Cabinet decision to bring certain Polish refugees in 
East Africa to the United Kingdom, 


Before he left Mr. Howard asked me to enquire when we might 
expect to receive a copy of the draft dispatch to East Africa 
about the rejects, including transits, which he and you had agreed 
should be sent; and he did not think any action was required 
meanwhile, on the Uganda and Tanganyika telegrams of the 2nd and 


9th August. 


It may, I think, be of assistance to you to see Mr. Roche's 
final report from East Africa, and I enclose a copy which I must 
ask you to treat as confidential. 


It seems to me that there is some misunderstanding in East 
Africa about the transit cases, and the figures quoted in the 
telegrams of 2nd and 9th August are incorrect, In reaching his 
decision on transit cases Mr. Roche included only those refugees 
who had a reasonable chance of resettlement within the next twelve 
months.

allaying the fear expressed by the Uganda and Tanganyika Governments 
on this point, 


As arranged we are proceeding with the preparations of the 
security and criminal reject cases and shall hope to have this 
work completed within the next fortnight.

The examination of a total of 1,693 Polish refugees in East Africa has been 
completed and the following statistics result:-

2) ‘TIME-TADLE OF THE MISSION'S WORK, 


The Mission, consisting of Dr, C, A. Boucher, M.A,MD.,Dr, Marian Dietrich, 0.B 
and myself, left Southampton by flying-boat on May 19th, arriving at Nairobi the 
following afternoon, On Monday, May 22nd, interviews were had in Nairobi with 
Colonel Belcher, Director of Refugees, Hast Africa, Mr, Darling, Acting 
Administrator, East Africa High Commission and Mr, Bell, of the Security Service; 
on the following day with Mr. Cusack, Secretary for Law and Order of the Government 
of Kenya, Mr. Magor, Executive Officer, H.E, The Acting Governor and 
Mr, Palfreman, Principal Immigration Officer, 


The Mission left Nairobi by car on May 23, arriving at Tengeru the 

llowing day. The examination of 1,044 Poles there began on May 25th and lastea 
till June 10th, On June 5th, Dr. Boucher and I flew to Dar-es-salaam where we 
examined a further 8 Poles and had an interview with the Director of Refugees, On 
the following day we interviewed the Director of Medical Services, Principal 
Immigration Officer, Chief Secretary and H.E. The Governor, During the period of 
our stay in Dar-es-salaem Dr, Dietrich examined some hospital and ambulatory cases 
at Tengeru, whom I was able to see later, We returned to Tengeru on June 7th. 
During our stay in the district contact was made with the Provincial and District 
Commissimers, Arusha, the Superintendent of Police and the Director of Medical 
Services, who made their files avaiable tous. We were also able to discuss the 
question of the Poles and their influence on the natives with two of the Native 
* Chiefs, 


KENYA, 


The period June 12th - 1,th was spent clearing up at Tengeru and the Mission 
left Arusha on June 15th, arriving at Nairobi the same day. Qn June 16th further 
interviews were had with the Principal Immigration Officer and members of the 
East Africa High Commission. Qn that day and June 17th a further 5 Poles resident 
in Nairobi were examined and a report on Tengeru written, 


UGANDA, 


The Mission left Nairobi by air on June 19th, arriving at Entebbe the same 
day. In the afternoon interviews were had with the Ch: and Administrative 
Secretaries and the following day with the Assistant Commissioner of Police, 
Kampala, the Principal Immigration Officer, Director of Medical Services and 
Hef, the Acting Governor, We arrived at Koja on dune 21st and commenced work on 
June 22nd, The examination was completed on June 30th, so that all the Poles 
in East Africa save the 18 at Mombasa had been examined by the date when I.R.0. 
was supposedto close, A telegram was sent to the Home Office the e day. 
on June 29th the day was spent examining Poles in hospital at Kampala and 
also those working in the neighbourhood, The next tw days were spent at Koja 
clearing up and writing the report which was sent from Entebbe by air mail on 
July 3rd. The Mission left Koja on July 3rd for Entebbe, where a further interview 
was had with the Administrative Secretary, 


The return flight to Nairobi was made on July 4th, 
KENYA 


Dr. Dietrich and I proceeded to Mombasa by train the same day and arrived on 
July 5th. We immediately examined the 18 Poles at English Point Camp and a report 
was sent the same day, I returned to Nairobi that afternoon, arriving on July 6th 
for a further immediate conference with the High Commission, 


3) ‘TYPES OF POLES EXAMINED 


The criminal element amounted to 16 persons, plus dependants, nearly all of 
whom were in Tengeru, Many of the crimes concerned had been committed in Northern 
Rhodesia but three Poles are at present serving major prison sentences in Tankanyika, 
The offences include attempted murder, grievous bodily harm, assault, forgery, 


/thett 


theft, etc. In only one ease were the dependants of these people prepared to 
separate, 


The security cases of which there were 5 in Tengeru and 1 in Koja, were 
much more difficult to deal with, The major case was one of a woman who is know 
to have contact with the natives and is thought to have considerable influence over 
then, 


The ineligible s included those struck off I,R.0, strength, whose cost 
of transport would therefore fall on H.M, Government, those who had proved U.S. 
citizenship, those who refused to come to the United Kingdom and one who could not 
be considered as a member of the group, There were also two women, one at Koja 
and one at Mombasa, who actually possess British nationality by marriage but whose 
marriages are believed to be bigamous, tnough this is not actually proved, At 
the moment they are obviously ineligible but, should the marriage be annulled, 
they would presumably become Polish again and as that acceptable, 


The undesirables included prostitutes and habitual drunkards. 


The number with relatives in the United Kingdom was about a quarter of the 
whole; the majority of such relatives live in camps and are unable to provide 
accommodation or support. The ratio was much higher at Koja than at Tengeru, 


By and large the Tengeru crowd are pretty poor specimens, Inert and bovine 
they have done nothing for years and intend continuing thus, The few who are 
either energetic or intelligent therefore stand cutin stark relief. Those at Koja, 
on the other hand, seem much brighter and there is evidence of real keenness to 
work. The handful at Mombasa are mainly those who are at sea-level for health 
reasons, 


One of the most lamentable aspects of the affair is that very few Poles have 
ade the slightest effort to learn English and thus fit themselves for life in the 
British Territories where they have resided so long, It is nly too evident that 
the vast majority will remain in hostels as completely useless members of British 

society. 


There are several cases 
especially among the children, L 2 definitely Soviet citizens, 
Their inclusion in the group is somewhe and both have been rejected, 


The major age group remains 40/60, which accounts for the small number of 
employables. 


The figures of medical dependants are not included in the medical rejection 
figures as they are personally acceptable, though very few are prepared to separate 
from the sick relative, The Missicn has had a number of unsavoury interviers 
trying to warn these families what will happen if they fail to separate, 


3) ‘TRANSIT CASES 


The only cases included under this heading are those with a reasonable 
likelihood of resettlement within the next twelve months, who may spend up to that 
time in the United Kingdom awaiting visas. For this purpose U.S, affidavits issued 
after ist January, 1948 have been ignored as no vises will be forthcoming for over a 
year. 


There are two cases who desire repatriation to Poland and it was thought 
reasonable to accept them as "transit" cases also as nothing was found to their 
detriment, 


4) LOCAL RESETTLEMENTS, 


This presented the most difficult aspect of my work. Pressure was exerted 
by the local Governments and by I.R.0, to get me to consider persons who already had 
a local resettlement and who, for some reason or other, were unsatisfactory or 
dissatisfied, Initially some were seen as I was not quite clear on the point but 


fall 


ell were recommended for rejection and I have refused to see any more though 
Pressure continued to be exerted up to the last minute, 

One of the chief troubles is the vague policy adopted by the territorial Ld 
governments on thie point, The Poles still in camp are not "landed" but are 
regariied as "refugees", i.e, they have never officially entered the country. 

Some have been allowed into the territories on temporary Visitor's Passes or 
Lebour Permits but it has been found that, if they are unsatisfactory, the 
Government have asked I.R,O. to reinstate them as refugees and this has been done. 
I have endeavoured to steer a middle course between these dangers, 


5) QUESTION OF ABSORETION OF FURTHER POLES 


Kenya are adamant that they have taken their full quota of Poles, Uganda, 
as a Protectorate of 5 African Kingdoms, is averse to white residents anyway, 
whilst Tanganyika is as yct comparatively undeveloped and its white population so 
small that the chances of settling more than a few Poles is very remote, 


6) ATTITUDE OF THE VARTOUS GOVERNMENTS 


I quote verbatim from a memorandum handed me by the East Africa High 
Commission :- 


"TANGANYIKA, The Government does not feel that it is practicable to accommodate 
in cme camp the limited number of refugees which the United Kingdom might not be 
prepared to accept. The population of such a camp would consist almost entirely 
of mental cases, chronic sick, persons with criminal recoris, prostitutes and 
others, together with a limited number of relatives. 


The Government has submitted the following proposals; 


On no account should persons with doubtful security records be permitted 
to remain in Hast Africa. 


The Government would be prepared to accammodate all its omm mental cases 
at the Dodoma Mental Hospital and all its 1,B. cases at Kibungoto 
hospital, subject to financial aid and other provisos. The Government 
would also be prepared to teke the mental and T,B, cases from Kenya and 
Uganda, subject to the same conditions, 


It is suggested that Poles requiring institutional treatment should be 
received in Uganda, subject to such ccnditions which the Uganda 
Government have imposed as contingent on their acceptance," 


NOTE: It is understood that the "provisos" mentioned in (b) include the 
extension, at H.M, Government's expense, of a wing in the Kibongoto 
Hospital and possible one at Dodoma, 


UGANDA 


"There is no possibility of permanent accommodation being found for the 
remainder of the Polish commmity. In making any temporary concession, the 
Government would require to be absolutely assured that the refugees would be re- 
moved from Uganda within a reasonably short period and that definite plans were 
held in being for the future of these pople, outside Uganda. 


2. The Executive Council advised that there would be no objection to the 
establishment of an Institute for the aged and infirm refugees, providing that the 
administration and management be taken over by a suitable Mission authority or 
other responsible and corporate crganisaticn and that, in addition to the capital 
cost, an adequate endowment was forthcoming from 1,R,0, funds to cover the 
necessary hospital facilities, 


KENYA 


The Kenya Government has asked that the attention of the Secretary of State 
may be invited to the undertaking given by H.M. Government that all the Polish 


/refugees 


would be removed from East Africa, which was a condition precedent to the 
Government's acceptance of them during the war, Consequently, the Government views 
with surprise and dismay the present Suggestion that the hard core of medical 

cases and persons with bad criminal records should renain indefinitely in East 
Africa, which is likely to exacerbate the already difficult racial relations, 

The Government. has already accepted a quota of these refugecs as inmigrants and 
have agreed to the setting up in its territory of an institution, in certain 
conditions, for the chronic sick among these refugees. The Governnent conse- 
quently presses the Secretary of State to make early arrangements for the removal 
of all remaining refugees." 


These three statements aptly mirror the amount of helpfulness we have had from 
the three Governments, Tanganyika and Uganda, who are most concerned, being the 
most helpful and Kenya lagging behind a very bad third, 


7) SUGGESTED SOLUTION. 


There seems hope that the medical rejections may be tackled, as show above, 
in a co-operative spirit, but it is evidence that none of the Governments want 
the Immigration rejects, I+ appears to me impossible to handle this as a 
complete problem and that the solution lies in a break-down of the group into 
individuals, 


I therefore suggest (a) the deportation of those with records of extraditable 
crime, This would meet with the approval of the Governments and would incur no 
objection from I.R,0. 


(b) The deportation of the two major scourity cases, If I.R.0, were 
satisfied that these people could not be in opposition to the present Polish regime 
they would not cbject. In this connection it might be as well to take I.R.0. 

a little more into confidence, 


(c) Fressure on Governments of countries where rejections have relatives to 
admit them, One security case could be got rid of to Casablonea and another to 
India, 


(a) Grant local residence to those rejects already employed outside the 
camps in the three territories, albeit not locally resettled. 


(e) Press the requisite Consul to take responsibility for thuse who have 
proved other naticnalities - e.g. American citizens. 


(f) Allow any left over to take temporary employment with review as to 
suitability. In this connecticn it might not be impossible for the United Kingdom 
to accept certain of the "Undesirables" if it is desired to effect a solution on a 
compromise basis, 


If all the suggestions except (f) are carried out there would remain only 
19 persons in East Africa who have been recommended for rejection by me, instead 
of 75 as at present, By enforcing (f) the whole problem might be solved, 


8) CONCLUSION 


In conclusion I should like to express my gratitude especially to Mr. H.A, Curtis 
Chief of Mission, 1.R.0., East Africa, and all his staff for their untiring 
hospitality and trouble in providing us with transport, equipment and accommodation; 
also to the officers of the East African High Commission and the respective 
Governments, especially those of Tanganyika and Uganda, for their hospitality and 
helpfulness and readiness to see the other point of view. 


It has not been easy to carry out our task s' ‘tly in e country like East 
Africa, with only Polish clerical help and with the continual use of interpreters; 
and I should like especially to express my appreciaticn of the pleasure I have had 
in working with my two medical Colleagues, Dr, Boucher and Dr. Dietrich, who have 
been excellent friends and colleagues from first to last.

Registration of Polish refugees brought from East ifrica 


1. I am directed by the Scerctary of State to refer to the Home 
Office Circular No.146/1950 of 18th July, 1950, about Polish refugees 
broucht from the Lebanon, and to say that about 1,000 Polish refugecs 
now in the care of the International Refugee Organisation in East 
ifrica are to be brought to thc United Kingaom at the beginning of 
September. They will arrive at Hull on the s.s. “Dundalk Bay"; soe 
smaller parties may follow later. 


2. They will carry individual Certificates of Identity bearing 
United Kinedon visas, which will be endorsca "Authorised by H.0, 
wLG.254/6/10 SaS? .FRICLN SCH", They will be landed on condition 
that they do not enter cmploynent paid or unpaid without the consent 
of the Ministry of Labour and National Servicc, and do not remain in 
the United Kingdom later than such date as may be specified by the 
Seerctary of Stute. 


3, as regards reception arrangements, the transit hostel in Hull 
will not take all the refugecs from the "Dundalk Bay", and it is 
intendcd that about 200 of the refugees will be sent direct from the 
port to the National Assistance Board Polish Hostel at Hast Moor, near 
York, The National assistance Board will, as in the case of the 
refugees from the Lebanon, be responsible fer reception and dispersal.

to ascertain accurately the number of so-called transit cases, but 
it appears from the nominal roll that total of approximately 200 
cases in three categories not yet accepted for the U.K. may be left 
in Tanganyike, 


2 For the reasons stated in the Governor of Uganda's 
telegram Wo. 326 accommodation and maintenance of community of this 
size and description would present serious difficulties in this 
territory, The numbers are too great for absorption into the 
exigting institutions, even though the latter were expanded, and 
the type of refugee left would make it impossible to establish 
them in camps as self-sufficient community. gpecial measures of 
expensive nature would be required to accomuodate and maintain such 
a community, 


Sz Moreover it appears highly probable that many of the 
so-called transit cases will not be accepted eventually in other 
countries, In the circumstances wish strongly to support the 
request of the Governor of Uganda for the removal of the remaining 
refugees.

East Africa to select Polish Refugees for transfer to
